VIOLATES SHERMAN ACT

The Aluminum Company of 
America recently was denounced 
by democratic campaign speakers 
for its alleged activities in caus- 
ing an extremely high tariff to be 
placed on aluminum products. It 
has been repeatedly charged before 
senate investigating committees 
that Andrew W. Mellon, secretary / 
of the treasury in the Harding- 
Ceolidge cabinet, is one of the prin- 
cipal stockholders in the concern.

Washington, October 5.—Fresh 
charges of price fixing and question- 
able practices by manufacturers of 
household furniture are made in a 
concluding report on the industry by 
the federal trade commission acting 
in response to a senate resolution. 

“The outstanding features of the 
report,” says an announcement by 
the commission, “are the control ev- 
ercised by patent pools among manu- 
-faeturers of washing machines; the 
shutting out of new competition in 
the vacuum-cleaner industry; the 
comretitive tactics of the leading 
manufacturers of aluminum cooking 
utensils, which is affiliated with the 
Aluminum Company of America; the 
monopolistie position of the latter 
company which has apparently en- 
gaged in various practices forbidden 
by a judicial decree under the Sher- 
man aet; the dominating position of 
the Singer company in the sewing 
machine industry; the efforts of 
trade associations in the refrigerator 
and broom industries to enhance the 
prices of their products, and the com- 
petitive methods of retai] dealers in 
kitchen utensils and domestic ap- 
pliances,”’ 

Centers Its Fires. 

According to the commission's an- 
noeuncements, its report deals in detail 
with all the subje@fs mentioned, but 
deals more at length with the Alumi- 
num Company of America, which has 
been under various other attacks. The 
Alumnium Goods Manufacturing com- 
pany, affiliated with the Aluminum 
Company of America, the .report 
charges, has heen practicing price 
diserimination between tustomers, and 
has been active in maintaining re-sale 
prices, while receiving special dis- 
counts itself from the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America, which owns 30 per- 
cent of its stock and ‘“‘exercises a sub- 
stantial control over its rolicy.” 


At the same time the commission’s ! 


report says independent manufactur- 
ers of aluminum utensils Fave been 
embarrassed by delays in deliveries of 
materials from the Aluminum compa- 
ny, or by no delivery at all of some 


materials, while in other cases the 
Aluminum company, the report says, 
“has dumped embarrassingly large

Stoned by Group 
Of Masked Men 


Window Screen Torn Away 
and Rocks Hurled Into 
Boy’s Cradle. 


Leroy Blalock, 4 years old, asleep 
in his cradle early Monday mornirz, 
was awakened by a shower of stones 
hurled through a window by a group 
of masked men, according to report 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. L. Blalock, the 
child’s parents, to the police. The 
child wus sleeping near a window in 
the Blalock home at 136 Lovejoy 
street, the police were told. 

The masked men, six or seven In 
number, stole quietly through the 
yard of the home and stealthily tore 
away the screen from the window 
without arousing the boy’s parents. 
Cries of the infant and the sound of 
the stones wakened the child's parents 
who saw the masked figures hurling 
roc’... into the room, police said. 
Badly frightened, the parents hardly 
recovered from their consternation be- 
fore the men dashed from the house 
and into a waiting automobile and 
sped away, leaving no trace to their 
identity. 

The child was badly bruised about 
the head and shoulders, but the in- 
juries will not prove fatal, according 
to physicians who were summoned 
and made an examination. 

Mr. and Mrs. Blalock were dum- 
founded at the attack on their son, 
and told police they krew of no ene 
mies and could give no reason why 
anyone should want to harm their 
child. 

No one in the group was recogniz- 
ed, although the hands were plainly 
seen, Mr. Blalock said, and were 
white. No regulation hoods or uni- 
forms were used, the men _ covering 
their faces with handkerchiefs and 


white cloth. .

Berlin, October 5.—Prolonged cheer- 
ing interrupted a reference by Pau 
Loebe, former president of the reichs- 
tag, to the late President Wilson as 
“the father of the League of Nations, 
at a memorial meeting for the war 
dead held in the reichstag building 
today under the auspices of the world 
peace congress. German pacifists, lib- 
erals and socialists punctuated with 
approving nods and handclapping 
Herr Loebe’s designation of President 
Wilson as an idealist, a far-sighted 
statesman and the initiator of a new 
era. 
Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, of Norway, 
just arrived from the Geneva meet- 
ing, was prevented from speaking for 
several minutes by the ovation given 
him. He declared that the dawn for 
Europe is beginning as the out- 


growth of the work accomplished by 


the League of Nations meeting. 
Handclaps Generous. 


The German audience was unusual-_ 
ly generous in its applause of the Bel- | 


gian senator, Henri la Fontaine, who 
pleaded for the removal of the tariff 
barriers to supplement the League 
of Nations’ disarmament plans, and of 
the French senator, Ferdinand Buis- 
son, who paid tribute to the war dead 
of all nations as having died in the 
belief that their country was right. 
The German contributions to the 
Filene peace prize contest have failed 
to measure up to the expectations of 
the German judges, who announced 
a division of the first prize money 
and a distribution of the remaining 
amount in small allotments. The 
winners will be announced this week. 
Organized and co-ordinated coopera- 
tion by all nations with the League of 
Nations is suggested by one of the 
prize winners as the surest panacea 
for the maintenance of peace. Clari- 
fication of the question of “war guilt”

The forces endeavoring to oust labor 
will make this their first point of 
attack, but if labor weathers this 
crisis a second attack will be launch- 
ed when the Russian’ treaty 
brought up. 

Election Is Conceded. | 

All. parties declare that it is now 
certain that there will be a general 
election in Noxember, regardless of 
the issue on which the government is 
defeated. Premier . Ramsay Mac- 
Donald is expected to outline his 
prospective campaign when he opens 
the labor party conference Tuesday. 

He is determined to make an ener- 
getic struggle to keep fabor in 
power, according to views expressed 
in an interview with the premier 
published in MReynold’s newspaper 
here. 

“T regret that national interests 
are being sacrificed to party tactics 
and that the business of the nation 
is at'a standstill while the conserva- 
tives and liberals conspire to turn 
out the government on a side issue,” 
MacDonald is quoted as saying. 

MacDonald Ready. 

“While 1 do not seek an election 
[ am not afraid of it. On big issues 
of policy, Russia, Geneva, or any- 
thing that they like to raise, we are 
ready to meet their challenge.” 

The emphasis whieh MacDonald 
places on “big issues”. in the inter- 
view may have a bearing on Wednes- 
day’s crisis.

FATALLY INJURED 


Youth Aiding Feeble Old 

Man to Hospital May 
Not Recover From In- 
juries in Collision. 


Mangled and unconscious, and his 
stay hair matted with his own blood, 
J. UO. Perry, 69, of 349 Luckie street, 
was picked up on a street near his 
home late Sunday night, the victim 
of a speeding automobile whose driver 
went on unheeding. 

The aged man is the fourth victim 
in five days of speed maniacs who 
siruck down their victims and sped on 
without stopping to offer succor to the 
injured. 

In adjoining rooms at Grady hos- 
pital are two small girls, one aged 
wv, the other 6 who are believed to be 
futally injured after automobile ac- 
vidents late Sunday afternoon. Five 
‘ther persons were injured in Sunday 
crashes, 

Sunday’s human toll of antomobiles 
is eight, running the total in the 
first five days of October to 18. Of 
tnis number 5 linger between life and 
aeath, while the other 13 are reported 
recovering. 

Four Hurt in One Crash. 

Four of those injured Sunday were 


hurt in a collision im which one of the 


cars was rushing Mr. Perry to Grady 
hospital, Albert Hooks, who was as- 
sisting in removing Mr. Perry to the 
hospital, received injuries from which 


he may die, physicians state. 

Mr. Perry was picked up by Kelly 
Holland, 175 Spring, who passed the 
Sseene a few seconds after the speed 
car struck.down the aged man. Albert . 
Hooks, 21, of 23 Hayden street, orcu- 
pant of Holland’s machine. placed Mr. 
Perry’s bleeding-body on the rear seat 
of the machine and climbed out onio 


the running board where he tender- 
ly held the bruised victim’s head. The 
Holland machine drove rapidly. in the 
direction of Grady hospital, crashing 
into a car driven by F. C. Roper, of 
Auburn avenue, at the corner of Pied- 
mont and Auburn avenues. 

Both cars were practically desnol- 
ished and the aged man was thrown 
clear of the wreckage and into the 
strest. Hooks’ leg was fractured in 
three places and he was badly injured 
internally. Holland, Roper and EK. C. 
Burdine, occupant of the Roper. ma- 
chine, were badly bruised and cut, 
althongh their wounds are not dan- 
gerour. 

Two Girls Dying.

a fractured skull, and physicians re-

RESUSCITATION FROM ELEC- 
TRIC SHOCK. 

Electrie shock kills by paralyzing 
the breathing center. The first-aid 
object is to make the unconscious vic- 
tim breathe. 

Release the victim from contact 
with the current by ysing dry rubber 
gloves, dry clothing, dry wood or rope 
to avoid receiving a shock, or if pos- 
sible open a switch or cut the wire to 
shut off the current. The wire is best 
cut with an axe or hatchet, with dry 
handle, and the face should be turned 
away when you strike the wire to pre- 
vent a flash. 

As soon as the victim is freed from 
contact with the conductor, insert a 
finger in his mouth to make sure of 
removing any foreign body, such as a 
quid of tobaceo or artificial teeth, un- 
less the mouth is tightly closed. If 
it is closed, waste no time trying to 
open it, for the victim will breathe 
through the nose, and every second of 
delay is dangerous. 

The victim should be placed on the 
ground in the prone position, with a 
folded blanket, pillow or garment un- 
der his abdomen, his face turned to- 
ward one side, one of his arms stretch- 


ed straight up above the head, the | 
other bent and the palm beside his 
head. Now start artificial respiration | 
by the prone pressure or Schafer 


method, which every intelligent man, } 
woman and child should be prepared | 


to apply in any emergency. 

The treatment should be kept up) 
without a single moment’s interrup- 
tion to move the patient or to permit 
anybody to-examine him, for at least 
three hours, until breathing is, resum- 
ed or rigor mortis occurs. 

It is sometimes charged that young, 
inexnecieneed or incompetent doctors 
are a little too hasty in ordering a 
Boy Scout or other competent first- 


forts and pronouncing the victim dead 
or in interrupting the artificial respi- 
ration to carry the victim to a hospital | 
in an ambulance. Unless the artifi- 
cial respiration’ can be kept up with: 
out interruption, it is wrong to at-! 
tempt to move the patient away from 
the scene of the accident. 

There is still a popular impression 
that some kind of artificial respiration 
machine is better than this simple 
prone pressure or manual method. 
“ven if such apparatus were imme- 
diately available, wihtout a moment’s 
delay, and there were an expert pres- 
ent to manipulate it, the manual 
method of Schafer is always safer for 
the patient and always more effective 
in ventilating the lungs. Therefore, 
there is no advantage in the pulmotor 
or lung motor and certainly no pos- 
sible excuse in allowing a life to be 
sacrificed to ignorance and negligence 
while waiting for a machine to arrive. 

Of course, a physician should be 
summoned at the earliest possible mo- 
ment to treat the victim. But it is 
every bystander’s solemn duty to be 
prepared to render this life-saving ser- 
vice in any such emergency, and today 
any Boy Scout, Girl Scout, fireman 
and policeman who is fit for his place 
is trained and prepared to administer 
artificial respiration by the prone 
pressure method.

Its derivative nature is shown by 
the fact that no citizen enjoys a single 
right conferred upon him by the fed- 
eral state. No citizen can be punished 
by the federa] state for any crime

Prior to the establishment of this 
republic, in older countries, the state 
was omnipotent, and defined the rights 
of citizens. In this republic the fed- 
eral state obtains its rights from citi- 
zens, who defined those rights. 


The Virginia declaration cf rights 
made the foundation of American in- 
stitutions. “Tue Viczimia declaration 
came out of the heart of naiure, and 
announced governing princip'es ‘or al) 
preples in all times. It was the voice 
of reason going forth to sperk a new 
political world into b2nz.” 

Self-established states, exercising 
vital governmental powers, original 
and inherent, are now asked to dele- 
gate to another state, which possessed 
no power to define or punish crimes 
against society, the right to make 
labor a crime—a startling proposition. 
Such a fundamental change in the 
structure of government should not 
be swept into the organic law of the 
nation on a wave of noble impulse, 
falsely aroused. The 20th amendment 
does not regulate child labor, it is 
merely. a solemn delegation by the 
state to the nation of a right the 
state does ut possess, the right to 
punish obedience to God's law, “In 
the sweat of thy hrow shuit thou eat 
broad, and six days shait th.u labor.” 

The rights of the states in the 
American union are protected by the 
10th amendment. The states of the 
American union can only be destroyed 
by the Americar states.

Numerous other craft on the low- 
er bay at the time, seeing smoke curl- 
ing up from the Mistletoe, turned at 
once towards the scene, while coast 
guards under Captain Loren ‘Tilton 
put out from the Sandy Hook station. 

Several of the rescue vessels reach- 
ed the Mistletoe almost simultanetous- 
ly and the work of transferring the 
passengers to them was begun. As 
passenger after passenger was hand- 
ed down safely, the panic subsided. 

Meanwhile, the Mistletoe’s crew 
was making a desperate attempt to 
extinguish the flames. But the fire 
had made too much headway and, 
fed by the oily substances below, was 
blazing briskly. The crew was fore 
ed to follow the passengers over the 
side. 

Dozens of motor launches, sloops and 
pleasure yachts had flocked to the 
scene and hovered about the doomed 
vessel. Thousands of spectators stood 
watching at Rockaway Beach, several 
miles away, and at other points. The 
Mistletoe soon burned to the water's 
edge’ and sank.
